RECENTLY MILITARY GOVERNOR 
OF PORTO RICO. 


Contracted a Cold at Cincinnati Which 
‘Developed Into Pneumonia and 
Was the Cause of His 
Death.

Gen. Guy V. Henry of the United States 
Army died Friday morning about 4 o’clock 
at his home in New York City, after an 
. 4 
illness of one week. 

He contracted a cold, which developed. !In- 
to penumonia. His wife and all his chil- 
dren were with him when he died, except his 
son Guy V. Henry, Jr., who is a Captain 
in the United States Army in the Philip- 
pines. 

Gen, Henry was esteemed as a valiant 
soldier and the Government showed a high 
appreciation of his merits; in fact, there 
was &@ belief that he had more than ordi- 
nary influence. 

This ‘belief was fostered by his actions 
while he was commandant at Jefferson Bar- 
racks. He was military Governor of Porto 
Rico, with the brevet rank of Major-Gen- 
eral until the tired of life in that island 
and was sent to New York on waiting or- 
ders. , 

On Thursday of last week he was appoint- 
ed commander of. the Department of the 
Missouri. The next day he contracted the 
cold that caused his death. It was his in- 
tention to leave .this week for his new 
headquarters at Omaha, but his jl]ness pre- 
vented. 

Gen, Henry was born in the Indian Ter- 
ritory in 1839. He entered the military 
academy at West Point July 1, 1856, and 
was made Second Lieutenant May 6, 186}. 
Fight days later he was made First Lieu- 
tenant of Artillery. 

He joined the volunteers and fought 
through the Civil War. At the close he 
was a Brigadier-General of Vounteers and 
a Captain in the regular army. In Decem- 
ber, 1870, he was transferred to the Third | 
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Lieut. Traub, aide de camp on the Gen- 
eral’s staff. The interment will be at Ar- 
lington National Cemetery next Sunday. 
The announcement was received with 
heartfelt expressions of regret from Secre- 
tary Root, Adjutant-General Corbin and 
other officials, as well as from the rank and 
file about the War Department, for Gen. 
Henry was a well-Known fighter and uni- 
versally esteemed. 

Gen. Henry’s death has the effect of 
leaving vacant the command of the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri, to which he was re-| 
cently appointed. It has the further im- 
portant effect of creating another vacancy 
in the grade of Brigadier-General: in the 
regular army, Gen. Henry standing fourth

These meager official dispatches, edited 
into bland complacency by Lord Wolseley, 
have been a strong factor in increasing 
popular apprehension.

PLUMER AT FORT TULL 


Beset by Boers Who Have Called in a 
Kaffir Tribe to Aid 
Them. 


LONDON, Oct. 27.—Belated dispatches 
from Tuli Fort elucidate the situation on 
the Rhodesian border. It appears that Col. 
Plumer ascertained that all the Zoutpans- 
berg Boers, Numbering 700 men, mustered 
at the Black River and proceeded to Lim- 
popo River, where they arrived Oct. 16, 
accompanied by a number of armed Shan- 
gaan and Zoutpansberg Kaffirs, whom they 
compelled to take up arms. The British 
thereupon captured three Kaffir chiefs. who 
are now heid as hostages for the good 
behavior of their tribes. 

On Oct. 10 reconnoitering patrols proceed- 
ing along the north bank of the river, in 
a westerly direction, suddenly encountered 
a party of Boers in some dense bush on 
the Rhodesia side of the Limpopo. The pa- 
trol retired and the Boers fired. wounding 
a trooper. Subsequentiv Capt. Clynne, with 
a patrol, left Tuli with the object of lo- 
cating the Boer force. 

On Oct. 21 a strong Boer patrol was en- 
countered at Rhodes Drift in a thick bush. 
A sharp skirmish was the result. Two of 
the British were killed and two wounded. 
The Boers had seven killed and many 
wounded. The Boers retired to a strong 
position on a kopje at Pontz Drift. Maj. 
Pilsen, with an ambulance, proceeded to 
fetch the dead and: wounded, and while 
placing the bodies on a cart the Boers re- 
opened fire, killing two horses, but in spite 
of the sharpshooting' the British succeeded 
in carrying away their comrades.

Clash at Decatur. 


STRIKER MORTALLY WOUNDED. 


ANOTHER WAS SHOT THROUGH 
THE RIGHT ARM. 


Striking Miners State Their Errand 
Was One of Peace and That the 
Non-Union Men Started 
the Fight. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DECATUR, Ill, Oct. 2.—Two union 
miners were shot and a number of bruises 
and slight flesh wounds were inflicted to- 
day in the first clash between the strikers 
and the non-union men imported here to go 
into the mines. 

Fred Dongowshi, a striker, is fatally !n- 
jured. He was shot in the breast. Charles 
Maurits, another striker, was wounded) in 
the right arm. 

One arrest has been made. Marion Mays, 
a non-union man, is sqld to have fired the 
shots. 

The battle occurred at starting time at 
the mines this morning, and under the 
eyes of a strong police guard. Since the ad- 


vent of imported labor the strangers have 
been under the care of special police. They 
were marched to work and to their homes 
again protected by the Winchesters of the 
law. This morning four non-union men ap- 
proached the shaft guarded by 12 police- 
men and six deputy sheriffs. 

These men were considered to be the 
strongest in the body of non-union workers, 
and the strike leaders have long sought 
a conference with them. 

Permission of the officers was obtainie 
this morning to speak to the men. The 
strikers deny that they went to the shaft 
with any hostile intention.. When the 
guarded men were approached, one man 
waved his arm as indication for the others 
to keep away. 

The union men halted and, widely sepa- 
rated, asked the men to stay out. The re- 
quest was refused and the four turned 
away. The strikers followed. In answer 
to further entreaties, it is said, a non- 
union man made a threatening motion with 
a heavy club. This was resented by the 
other strikers and the man with the club 
was knocked down. 

The fight soon became general between 
strikers, non-union men and police, the 
latter vainly striving to restore’ order. 
Other strikers ran to the scene and soon 
a score of men were battling with fists 
and clubs. 

Marion Mays, a non-union man, was bad- 
ly beaten by the strikers, It ise alleged that 
he tore away from his captors and emptied 
his revolver ‘n the crowd, Dongowshi and 
Maurits fell. There was a scattering of 
the rioters and the wounded men were ta- 
ken in charge by the police, 

It is believed that other strikers were 
wounded,’ but escaped unnoticed in the 
Orders have been iseued to phy- 
sicians to report to the authorities all cases 
of gunshot wounds.

Supreme Court had indorsed an income tax,

He said that whenever a man put a l1- 
cent stamip upon a telegram he paid 1 cent 
for the benevolent assimilation of the Fili- 
pinos.

“Under the Republican party,’’ declared 
Mr. Bryan, ‘“‘you can now draft a citizen, 
but you cannot draft a pocketbook.” 

He said that if he could not move the 
men he would appeal to the women and ask 
them what they thought of a party that 
made money more precious than blood. 

Mr. Bryan then read a newspaper dis- 
patch stating that Mark Hanna in a speech 
at Bowling Green, O., had denounc him 
as a demagogue. 

“Lincoln,”’ said Mr. Bryan, ‘‘used to speak 
often of the plain people, common people. 
and he said once that the Lord must have 
loved them or he would not have made so 
many of them. But now. the Republican 
leaders call any man who speuks of the 
plain people, the common people, a dema- 
soRue, 

“According to the Republicans’ definition 
now a statesman is a man who listens to 
the pulsations of a pocketbook and a dema- 
gsogue is a man who listens to the heart 
beats of humanity.’’ 

Mr. Bryan quoted a recent interview with 
John J. Mitchell, president of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank of Chicago, in 
which Mr. Mitchell said that in the long run 
trusts did no harm. 

“But what if a man should prove short- 
winded,’’ asked Mr. Bryan. 

Then he asserted that the trusts were 
beneficial only to strong financiers and men 
of great wealth. There can be no good 
monopoly in private hands, Mr. Bryan de- 
ciared., 

Then he called attention to Mr. Hanna’s 
recent statement that the trust was a nat- 
ural evolution of business dnd was neces- 
Sary to progress. He argued from this 
that no action against the trusts could be 
expected from the Republican party. 

“The Republican party,’’ Mr. Bryan ex- 
claimed, ‘‘is ready to amend the command- 
ment and make it read: 

“*Thou shalt not steal on a small scale.’ 

“When a man steals a horse they give 
him a year in prison, but when he forms 
a trust to steal a million dollars they give 
him a banquet.”’ 

Then Mr. Bryan attacked imperialism. He 
said thay the Repubiican party wanted a 
large army because it wishes to embark 
upon a career of conquest. If the Ameri- 
can-eorn citizens ignored the dangers of a 
military establishment the foreign-born cit- 
izens would not, on the rinciple that the 
burnt child dreads the fire.

These 
letters indicaté that the people are thor- 
oughly aroused and will vote with the party 
that will prevent the formation of unlawful 
combinations, 

In answer to the inquiries concerning 
trusts Attorney-General Monnett gave out 
& statement in which he said that the At- 
torney-General of the United States has 
power to take the life of corporations 
and punish offenses against the Sherman 
anti-trust act; that United States District 
Attorneys have the same power; that 
Prosecuting Attorneys in 88 counties in 
Ohio have similar powers and individuals, 
through private attorneys, may institute 
civil suits for damages wherever wronged 
through illegal combinations. 

The Attorney-General says the true rem- 
edy rests with the executive officers in 
bringing these offenders against criminal 
and civil law, both Federal and State, be- 
fore the courts for punishment. The Legis- 
lature has acted in 31 States in passing anti- 
monopoly and anti-trust acts, and the 
United States courts have also passed on 
jthe act above referred to, and not one of 
the 31 Jaws has as yet been declared un- 
constitutional, either by the United States 
Su reme Court or the Siate Supreme Court, 
but in each instance, where tested, the State 
and United States Supreme Court have 
6ustained such legislation as being within 

Olice powers of the respective soverignty.

reduce the surface level of the water in 
the Chicago River from two and a half to 
three feet below the level of the water at 
the point in said river where the same is 
fed into the Illinois and Michigan Canal, 
as such water level has hitherto existed 
since the opening of the Illinois and Mjch- 
igan Canal.” 

The claim is set up that the lowering of 
the “Summit level’ will destroy the effi- 
clency of the canal.

STORY OF DISASTER. 


96 HOURS IN AN OPEN BOAT. 


Finally Landed on One of the Small 
Islands of the Formosa 
Group. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 27.—Mrs. P. W. 
Patton, the wife of Capt. Patton, whose 
vessel, the American ship George B. Stet- 
son, was burned at sea off the coast of 
Formosa, about two months ago, has just 
arrived here and tells a graphic story of the 
destruct'on of the vessel. She was the only 
woman aboard. 

“I did not understand at first when the 
alarm was given,” said Mrs. Patton, ‘‘but 
& moment later my husband came into the 
cabin and told me to hurry and clothe the 
baby and myseif for a trip in an open boat. 
By the time I was clothed and reached the 


deck with the baby the flames had got 
aft as far as the mainmast and the rig- 
ging almost above my head was all ablaze. 

the long boat was in the water along 
with eight of the crew in iti and the baby 
was carried down a ‘flim’ ladder into 
it by one of the sailors a I followed. 
Just as I got into the boat there was a 
loud roar and the skylight and roof of the 
cabin was lifted off by an explosion of gas 
tnat had formed in the hold. My hus- 
band and two mates were in the after- 
ship when the explos.on occurred. and they 
lost no time in getting into the boat, and 
the painter was cast off. A moment later 
the whole ship was a mass of flames from 
Stem to stem, and as we pulled away the 
great towering mainmast fell. 

A few minutes later there was 
roll and all that remained of 
beautiful ship went down into 
leaving us in darkness.

Rev. D. Gring of the 
Japanese mission delivered an address on 
missionary work in the Orient, and at its 
conclusion Bishop Ethelbert Talbot of Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania delivered the closing 
address. 

At the meeting of the Women’s Auxiliary 
in the afternoon at the Church of the Holy 
Communion an address on the work of wo- 
men in the Chinese missions was delivered 
by the Rev. Dr. J. Addison Ingle. 

Other speakers were Dr. Gring, who dis- 
cussed the work in Japan; Miss Stuart, 
president of the Virginia branch; Miss 
Elliot of Utah, and Rev. . B. Hunter, 
principal of St. Augustine’s School of 
Raleigh, N. C.

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SOME RESULTS OF NON-PARTISAN REFORM, 


In the report of President Eliot of the Board of Educa- 
tion for the last fiscal year there is interesting and instruc- 
tive reading for St. Louis people. 

During the two years of the operation of the reform school 
law, under which. .a non-partisan board was elected, excel- 
lent results have been accomplished. 

When the new board tock charge there was a deficit of 
$35,681.83 in the treasury, but the last year closed with a cash 
balance of $209,808.76. There has been expended for new 
buildings the sum of $657,059.28. In repair work, which was 
prolitic of scandalous extravagances and jobs under the old 
system, there has been a saving of $139,425.98. Despite the 
expenditures for school buildings and an increase of $100,000 
in teachers’ salaries, there has been for the past two years, 
as compared with the preceding two years, a net decrease 
of $90,000 in the total expenditures for educational purposes. 

More than this, the educational forces, from the janitor up, 
have been organized on the merit system, with the conse- 
quent absence of the damaging and scandalous effect of 
political pulls. 

The comparison of expenditures with the results accom- 
plished, the saving of the people’s money With the increase of 
school accommuvdations, and the general efficiency of the 
schools, completely vidicate the work of the Post-Dispatch

Archbishop Kain has recelved the full 
amount of the judgment issued against 
Father Touhy to cover the cost of the lat- 
ter’s defense of the case against him for 
possession of the parochial residence of St. 
Patrick’s Parish. 

The American Bonding and Trust Com- 
pany, which was surety on Father Touhy’s 
bond, paid the full amount of the judgment 
and costs promptly, and Archbishop Kain 
would have received the money sooner but 
for the fact that he did not know it was in 
the hands of his attorney. Thursday Judge 
Daniel Dillon, the Archbishop's attorney, 
handed his client a check for $1567.37, which 
completely satistied his claim against Fath- 
er Touhy’s surety. 

The claim was paid by the American 
Bonding and Surety Company to Judge Dil- 
lon on Oct. 17. The check arrived from the 
home office of the company in Baltimore 
several days prior to that date. 

Judge Daniel Dillon said to the Post-Dis- 
patch: 

“The judgment has been satisfied, and 
Archbishop Kain has the money. On Tues- 
day of last week I received a check for the 
full amount from the attorney of the com- 
pany. I would have got it sooner but for 
a mistake. The attorney telephoned me that 
he wanted to see me, and I replied that I 
would be at my office at a certain hour, but 
he understood that I was coming to his of- 
fice, and so we did not meet. I called on 
him the folowing Tuesday and got the 
check. It was made out by the American 
fjonding and Trust Company, and was 
drawn on its Baltimore bank. I deposited 
the check in my bank. When it had been 
in bank a sufficient time to asure me of its 
genuineness I gave Archbishop Kain my 
personal check for the full amount. The 
money was promptly paid, considering the 
circumstances. 

“After the judgment was rendered there 
was prospect of further litigation, as anoth- 
er trust company figured in the case, and 
several other matters required adjustment. 
As soon as possible after these matters 
were settled the company discharged its 
obligation.’’ ' 

Thomas C. Hennings is attorney and local 
manager of the American Bonding and 
Trust Company. Ex-Governor William J. 
Stone is counsel. It was Governor Stone 
who paid the money to Judge Dillon. 

Governor Stone said to the Post-Dis- 
pateh: “The American Bonding and Trust 
Company might have carried its case fur- 
ther into the courts by forcing Archbishop 
Kain to sue it on its bond, but it had no 
desire to do so. It preferred to pay the 
amount of the judgment as promptly as 
possible and erd the litigation. A company 
of the magnitude of this one cannot com- 
plete such transactions in a day. There are 
many detatls to be looked after which some- 
times cause delay. The company stands 
ready to meet its obligations at all times. 
I sey this because statements have been 
made that some troubl® was being exper- 
fenced in collecting the amount of this 
judgement. I got a receipt in full from 
Judge DiHon on Oct. 17, and I considered 
the money was paid on that date, as Judge 
Dillon acted as agent for Archbishop Kain. 
Whatever delay there was after that date 
was not the fault of the bonding company.” 


MILK SOLD WN STORE! 


INSPECTOR SAYS THERE IS A 
WIDESPREAD ADULTERATION. 


Dr. Howard Carter has 4ssued his report 
as city milk inspector. It contains some 
startling figures showing that milk adul- 
teration is carried to almost’ criminal 
lengths in St. Louis, 

In his introduction Dr. Carter, outlining 
the results of a canvass of the stores of 
the city by wards, savs: 

“Enough material was collected and a 
sufficient number of analyses were made to 
Ggemonstrate that the milk supply of the 
city, as far as that sold in stores is con- 
cerned, could hardly be worse than it is."’ 

Continuing in reference to the canvass of 
Stores the report says: 

“In a majority of stores visited the boxes 
used for storing milk and the general con- 
ditions under which it was necessarily 
handled, were poor and defective in many 
Ways;
